Was Run Down by a Passenger Train
While Walking on the Railroad Track
Near m-: Mound, Iinols,

A FORMEF FULTON COUNTY TEACHER.

Aaron P. Hill, aged 58 years, 11
months, and 21 duys, son of the
Tate Morgan Hill; of Bethel town
ship, this conoty, was run down
by a passenger train nnd instantly
killed, while walking on a railroad
track, near Blue Mound, Illinois,
on Thursday the 5th inst. For the
following account of his life, and
the circumstances attending his
tragic death, we are indebted to
onr young friend, Gideon 1, Co-
valt, of Deeatur, 111

The deceased, when a boy, work-
ed on his father's farm in summer
unil attended the public school in
winter until he was about nineteen
years of age, when he begnn teach-
ing school, which vocation he fol-
lowed for twenly years, tenching
m Pennsylvanin, Maryland, Vir-
ginia, Ohio, and Illinois—uosually
emducting, therewith, a night
suhool in voenl musie,

At the close of his twentieth
year in teaching, Mr. Hill em-
barkel in the grain business in
Illinois—in rather o smuall way at
first, but later became one of the
lurgest and most prominent grain
dealers in the Great Corn Bely
owning lurge elevators in Ston-
nington, Willies and Ruymond,
gnd an interest in the elevators nt
Blue Mound, besides having many
other holdings, including a large
furm in Idaho.
¢ On the day of the futal aceident
Mr. Hill went to Stonnington,
foar miles south of Blus Mound,
to attend to some business in con-
neotion with his elevatgr in that
town. Atfive o'clock in the aft-
ornoon, having finished his busi-
ness, he found that he would have
W wait two or three hours for a
tenin to got home, and rather than
do that, he started to walk home
on the railroud,  According to the
goroner’s inyuest he, when some
distanca from Stonnington, heard
u freight train approaching. It
being u double srack, he stepped
ucross upon $ie other track, and
while standing there watchiog the
freight train pass, a passenger
train coming 10 an opposite direc-
tion, which he could not hear on
aecount of the noise being made by
the freight, bore down upon him
without & moment's warning. The
body was thrown over lifty feet

and terribly wmangled. Mis neck,
botys arms, und one leg, were

- broken, the abdomen spht open, a
gish under the chin, and many
other parts ot the body terribly
bruised. Deuth was instantane-
Ous.

Early in life, Mr, Hill identified
himself with the Christian church,
of which, he ever after wusa
faithful servant, and a strong
finansil supporter. IHis whole
life was o preparation for daath,
his character noble, and his pur-
pose divine. flis greutest pleus-
ure was bringing huppiness to
those less fortunate, und many
were the hamble homes to which
ho quietly sent baskets of provis-
ions, clothing aod fuel—or the
amich weeded money. While o
careful financier, his purse wis
always open to every worthy
charity,
